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DEGREES

A MESSAGE TO THE GRADS 


In the recent letter sent to all the Graduates, the Secretary 
referred to a matter that was brought up in the recent Graduate 
meeting relative to “Musings.” You no doubt made up your mind 
then that it was a money matter. You were quite right, it is. The 
situation is this. 

In the past, “Musings” has been supported, financially, by the 
Graduate Chapter, the funds necessary coming from the Graduate 
dues, which at the time that the ruling went into effect were paid 
to the Chapter Secretary-Treasurer. At that time most of the money 
stayed in the coffers of the Chapter, and a small amount was turned 
in to the National Fraternity. The Fraternity has prospered and 
outgrown that system. They needed a full time Secretary. In 
order to finance that proposition they decided to have the Graduate 
Brother send his dues directly to the National Secretary and then 
he would send a small amount to the Graduate Chapter of the 
praticular Phi to which the Graduate belonged. (The Graduate dues 
are four or five dollars, depending on the time the Brother has been 
in the Graduate Chapter, and of that amount the Graduate Chapter 
of the Phi receives one dollar.) 

There are two things that are perfectly obvious about this 
arrangement. The first is that the National Fraternity was absolute- 
ly in the right to. make the change in the policy, because the 
Fraternity is growing and the full time Secretary is a necessity, 
and further, the Graduate Chapters of the different Phis were the 
only possible source of income. The second thing that is quite 


obvious is that the Graduate Chapter can not support “Musings” 
with the funds that are received under the new system. 

What is the solution to this problem? The solution that was 
decided upon at the last graduate meeting was this: “Each member 
of the Graduate and Resident Chapter shall be charged one dollar 
per year for his subscription to “Musings,” and the Business 
Manager of “Musings” is hereby authorized to send out bills for 
this amount to each Graduate and Resident.” 

There is only one way to indorse this plan, Graduates, and 
that is to obey that impulse and send the check to the Business 
Manager at once. The Brothers who were at the meeting all 
came thru that evening, and the Resident Brothers have fallen 
in behind the plan in a way that is truly encouraging. There 
fore, Graduates, lets come thru to the man, because we cannot keep 
alive the interest in the Fraternity without news of the doings of 
the various Brothers, we cannot get this news to all the Brothers 
without “Musings,” and we cannot support “Musings” without 
this small subscription price. Is it worth that to you? Your actions 
will answer that question conclusively.
